While the San Gabriet Canyon dam ts 
highest dam ever projected, it is also the thick- 
est, in faet two-thirds as thick as it is high 
It is not so much a wall to be thrown across 
the canyon as it is a concrete fill, a barrier 
comparable in strength to the hills itt 1s to } 
tied into. 

This barrier, 488 feet above foundation, 
369 feet through from faee to heel. No amonnt 
of disturbance can eause it to topplé. It ean 
not ‘turn over any more than a stone six feet 
long and four feet wide ean turn. It is re- 
motely conceivable that a tremendous seismic 
disturbance such a pronouneed movement as 
would be eataelysmie to all civilization in the 
Pacifie region. 

Not only is it to be proof against sueh con- 
ditions as above deseribed, but no amount of 
water pressure is possible that would affect 
it. The enormous baeck-flow of water it wiil 
cause is to the east and west of the dam, and 
not directly bearing upon the dam itself, ex- 


cepting comparatively ineonsiderab!> 
amounts.
